Distinguished in Medical Science, He Was 
Widely Known as an Alienist of Excep- 
tional Ability and. Had Occupied a 
Leading Position in the Medical World 


Dr. Walter Channing, for nearly fifty 
years a specialist in the treatment of 
nervous and mental diseases, died on 
Wednesday at. his’ home in Brookline, 
Where his wife, Anna R. Channing, died 
less than two weeks ago. 

‘He was born in Coneosd on April 24, | 
1849, and was the eldest son of William | 
Huery Channing, the Concord poet, and | 
was a great-nephew of William Hllery 
Channing, a founder of American Unita+ |

Massachusetts General Hospital, as an in- 
terns, as well as in Vienna. He then served 
as assistant physician of the Asylum for 
Insane Criminals, New York, and as first 
assistant physician of the Insatie Hospital 


at Danvers, His knowledge of a branch’ 


of medical science then unpopular ‘with 
physicians, and in which little progress had 
been made, became known in a compara- 
tively short time. 

In 1879 he opened a “hospital,” as it 
was then called, in Brookline, which he 
carried on during the rest of his life. In 
1916 Dr. Channing built in Wellesley 4 
new sanitarium, in which he was able to 
earry into effect many ideas which he had 
formulated, as to the proper treatment of 
eurable cases. 

In addition to his work as consultant, 
Dr. Channing frequently testified In court 
cases ag an allenist. One of his early ap- 
pearances as an expert witness wis in the 
trial of Guiteau, the assassin of President 


Dr, Channing read many papers and 


he contributed to the various medical 
journals a large number of articles on 
yuite varied subjects. Tor some years 
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| fall | 
lia was professor of mental diseases of 
Tufts College Medical School, “nd from 
that college received the degree of LL.D. 
Clark University made him Honorary 
Scholar and Honorary Fellow. 

‘He was a founder and the first presi- 
datn of the Boston Society for Psychi- 
atry and Neurology, and had served as 
president of the Norfolk District Medical 
Society, as vice presidant of the Boston 
Medical Library Association and on the 
Council ef the American Neurological 
Association. He was a member also of 
thé corporation of the Massachusetts 
Sehool for Feeble-Mindsi, an honorary

He then engaged 
in an active campaign for the establish- 
ment by the Commonwiéalth of an Insti- 
tution to which persons showing signs 
of mental disorder could be sent for ob- 
servation and temporary treatment. The 
‘efforts of Dr. Channing and others who 
worked with him at last wer successful, 
and the State Psychopathic Hospital in 
| Boston became a reality, in 1912, and the 
results achieved were most gratifying Lo 
him and those who coiperated with him.

1 Although the State institutions for tne| 
insane were in general satisfactory, Dr, — 
|Channing felt keenly the inferiority of the 
Suffolk County hospitals in which were 
housed the, Boston insane. As it seemed 
impossible to improve conditions, under the| 
existing system, Dr. Channing conducted a 
long fight to bring the very large number 
of insane from Boston under State control, 
The effort. succeeded and the law was 
enacted. The governor appointed Dr. 
Channing, in 1908, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Boston State Hospital. 
Wor the next six years most of his time 
was devoted to the work of organization, 
reorganization and the obtaining of imma- 
diate logislation, required to effect the dif- 
floult transfer of such a large number of 
insane to the new and better conditions. 

In other interests, Dr. Channing acted as 
trustee of the Wrentham State School for 
Feeble-Minded, during -its early stages 
(1906-1908), He was also consulting phys- 
ician for the Boston Children’s Aid Society 
and of the State Asylum for Insane Crim- 
inals. 

Impressed with the importance of 
Froper physical trainng for srowing 
children and young people, he induced 
the town of Brookline to build a fine 
public swinning bath and later a munie 
icpal gymnasium, acting as chairman of 
the committee from 1898 to 1910. In 
other local affairs his principal interest 
was in the upblic schools, We served 
actively on the Brookline school board 
for fifteen years, during which much of 
the progress was made which placed the 
Grookline schools practically among the 
leading public schools of the United 
States. 

Dr. Channing was a VUnitarlan in his 
religious affiliations, belonging to the 
First Paris Church in Brookline. At ona 
time he was presidetn of ihe First Parish 
Club, and at another time was president 
of the Unitarian Club, Boston. Interested
